Washington, Sept. 30.—There ex­ 
ists a great deal of misapprehension 
in the public mind regarding the dis­ 
abled soldiers. There are frequent al­ 
lusions to 
the 
“crippled" 
soldier. 
They all are misnomers. The word 
“cripples" means those who have lost 
an arm or leg or a hand. They com- 
prise hardly 4 per cent of the dis­ 
abled. 
j 
- As a matter of fact, says the Fed­ 
eral Board for Vacational Education 
there is scarcely any place for indi­ 
vidual or organized endeavor in deal/ 
mg with the disabled men, except in 
co-operation with the regular chan­ 
nels provided by 
the 
government 
Several campaigns have started in 
'arious parts of the country, their 
Purpose being, it has been stated, to 
assist these men who have been dis­ 
abled and to teach them to do this, 
that or the other as a preliminary to 
their return to civil fife. 
To advise j 
the public so that it may understand 
the situation the Federal Board au­ 
thorizes this statem ent: 
“At the outset it should be under­ 
stood that the ‘crippled’ soldier is in ’1 
the vast minority. 
Statistics 
show 11 
that out of every million men sent I 
over seas approximately 10,000 of 
them will be subjects for re-educa-1 
tion. 
Of the 10,000 approximately 500 , 
may be really termed cripples, that is [I 
where a man has lost an arm or a leg I. 
or most of the fingers of the hand. I 
or lost a foot and so on. 
Thus it 
may be seen that the word ‘cripple’ 
is very largely a misnomer and the 
crippled and dismembered men com­ 
prise a minority of those who are 
disabled. 


Tw*?efe has been decided upon by 
the Lnited States government, and 
is now in operation by the govern­ 
ment, a distinct, comprehensive and 
entirely ample program of complete­ 
ly caring for these man who are dis­ 
abled. 
When a man is first injured 
ne is, of course, taken charge of by 
the Surgeon-General's 
Department, 
placed in a hospital and is given ev­ 
ery consideration and attention that 
medical and surgical sciences and the 
unlimited means of the government 
can afford. 
A great many of these 
men, almost 80 percent of them, re­ 
cover from their injuries and are 
able to go back in the ranks and per­ 
form military duty. 
“It is in the hospital work that so 
much misapprehension and 
confus-! 
ion in the public mind arises. While !

cence, steps are taken to keep ‘them 
busy in various ways, because a man

If he is registered as an 
auto me­ 
chanic he is given an engine, or a 
piece of an engine to put together and 
lake apart. If he is supposed to be 
an electrician be is provided with a 
frame work representing a room and 
with wire and tools and given instruc- 
i tions to wire the model. If he claims 
to be a typist he is shown a seat at 
a typewriter and told to coppy some 
500 words as rapidly and accurately 
as possible. If he is rated as a truck 
driver or as a chauffeur, he is whisk­ 
ed out to a testing ground where he 
is given a truck or car and an oppor­ 
tunity to show what 
he 
can 
do. 
Grades are made and 
classification 
regulated according to the quality of 
the work. 
Anyone who can successfully ne­ 
gotiate the truck and auto course is 
well worthy his intended job. Uncle 
Sam is just as particular 
that his 
trucks and autos have careful hand­ 
ling as he is that his mules and 
horses are not abused. And through­ 
out the test an observer watches care­ 
fully to see that the engine is not 
raced, that it is kept running even­ 
ly and that the gears are not ground 
while the candidate is being tried 
out under conditions that he will be 
called upon to face in army service. 
The first thing he is asked to do 
is td start his engine without racing 
and get under way without stalling. 
Next he must climb a low grade, tak­ 
ing care to prevent a jerky advance. 
A good climb encourages the driver 
to believe that he can pass the third 
test which consists of guiding the 
mammoth truck through an S-shaped 
lane of stakes. To touch 
a stake 
punches a hole in his score. 
If he 
stops to prevent this disaster, his rec­ 
ord suffers. But blessed is he who 
can 
negotiate 
this lane 
without 
touching a stake or hesitating. When 
he reaches the end of the lane and 
heaves a sign of relief, he is expected 
to retrace 
his 
steps 
by backing 
through. Done with the snaky trail 
he is sent at a steep Incline with in­ 
structions to stop his truck half way 
up, with a certain mark on his truck 
opposite a certain mark on a board 
representing a curb. The candidate is 
supposed to hold the truck with the 
breaks and throw his gear into neu­ 
tral.
